Practically the whole of the Kais- 
er’s famed..10th Guard Division 
eame across the Marne against the 
Americans, and very few of them 
fot hack. Prisoners taken from the 
6th Grenadiers said one’! battalion 
was annihilated in the woods, and 
of the other battalion about one 
company was left. Since our troops 
threw the Germans back across the 
Marne on the sector from Gland to 
Jaulgonre, the enemy has made ‘no 
further attempt to cross there. 

A general review of this opera- 
tion shows’ that one reason-why the 
Germans, suffered such heavy losses 
in the woods forming the triangle 
from Fossoy, to Mézy,.to Crezancy, 
was, that the Americans were over- 
whelmed . by such: large: numbers 
that ethe line could not hold, but 
nevertheless refused to retreat 
where it could possibly “hold w ‘place 
in the woods. This sent the Ger- 
man. advance sweeping. over large 
numbers of nests which sheltered 
ten, five, or. two Americans, and 
sometimes..one, who stuck while the 
boches passed by..and then opened 
up on them. 

How 13 Men Captured 159. 

‘Last ‘ night: tales of heroism of 
these men were being told. I be- 
lieve that of‘all of them the story 
of ‘Sergeant J. F. Brown was most 
notable. Brown commanded a de- 
tachment of eleven. men: -whtn: the 
German onslaught came. ‘They had 
shelter, which saved them under the 
heavy German “bombardment, and 
when the advancing boche “came 
—— they let him pass, ahd .then 
sj got ready to turn their machine gun 
-‘} loose. But just then a hundred or 
more Germans came along. 
Brown: ordered his men to scatter 
quickly. He dueked into the woods, 
and saw the Huns put his’ beloved 
machine gun ‘out of the war. The 
Germans passed on. Browh looked 
around and seemed to be alone. He 
started toward the Marne, away 
‘from his own lines, and met his 
Captain, also alone.

On 
the way through the woods several 
parties. of Germans saw the advan;>- 
ing column, with Brown and the Cor- 
poral at its head, and hurriedly sur- 
rendered. 

Beating. through the. ‘thicket, 
Brewn led his party,to a-place where 
the German advance line was broken. 
Just.as he started over the American 
lines the Germans laid down a bar- 
rage. This got four of the Germans, 
but didn’t touch an American. Brown 
and. his. . twelve comrades got. back 
with 155 prisoriers. The four killed 
made a total “for the thirteen Amer- 
jeans of 159. 


Took Important Maps Also. 


~ American officers’ were . almost 
dumfounded., at the ‘strange -tale 
Brown brought’ back, but doubt van- 
ished when, soon after he reached 
regimental headquarters, a military 
policeman showed up with a large| 
bundle of maps and pla:.s Brown had 
taken from déad German officers 
killed by his. automatic rifle, and, 
handing -them” to Brown, said: 
“Gimme my reéeipt.” _ 

Brown, who is 28 years old and 
last year was a shipping clerk, had‘ 
met this man on the ‘way back,, and; 
turning over the maps, which made 
a heavv bundle, had stopped while 
he scribbled out the receipt he de- 
manded. Meanwhile barrage shells 
were falling’ all around, This re- 
ceipt is part of the records of the 
American Army. 

‘The prisoners ineluded ¢ a Major, 
one Captain, two Lieutenants, ard a 
number of noncommissioned officers. 

It is this individual fighting. of 
Americans lost in the woods that 
dumfounded the Germans. | Many 
prisoners actually complained of. it 
as unfair warfare. Generally -the 
rule for soldiers cut off from their 
command and isvlated: is. to surren- 
der. The Americans evidently knew 
nothing about such a rule, but kept 
on fighting. Some of. thém, of 
course, were killed, but, hiding ‘out 
there in the woods, they played havoc 
with the advancing Germans.

General Gouraud's splendidly success- 
ful defense of the Champagne front, and 
with it: we may say of the sectors of 
Argonne, Verdun, and Lorraine, which 
would have been seriously affected ‘had 
he failed, shows what can be accom- 
plished by a keen mind well served even 
against héavy odds. With, as we row 
know, fifteen of the best German di- 
visions engaged in the first Une and 
ten more in support the odds against 
the army of the Champagne were heavy, 
but in the first place ita staff had com- 
pletely secured it against surprise, and, 
secondly, the old system of field works 
had been steadily explarged and im- 
proved wth. various kinds of boche 
traps, so that the best-fitted army could 
hot come through it without suffering 
terrible losses. 

To this importane element of elasticity 
was added the courageous decision to

His speech was. as follows: : 

“The two prime purposes of the 
American people at this time, having 
. | precederice of all others are: First to 
insist upon the absolute and thorough- 
going Americanization of our entire 
citizenship, ‘and second, to win the war; 
to win. it as speedily as possible, and to 
end it by the peace of overwhelming 
victory, a peace which shall guarantee 
to us, and to our allies, and to all the 
welkbehaved nations of the civilised 
world, lasting relief from the threat 
and horror ‘of German world dominioti. 

“As regards Americanism, we must 
insist that there be in this country but 
one nationality, tne American national- 
ity. There must be no perpetuation in 
this country of separate national groups, 
with their separate languages ‘and spe- 
cial loyalties to alien overseas flags. 
There can be no fifty-fifty Americanism 
in this country. There is room hére for 
only 100 per cent. Americanism, only 
for those who are Americans and noth- 
ing else. We must have loyalty to 
only one flag, the American flag; and 
it is disloyal to the American flag to 
try to be loyal to any other, whether 
that other is a foreign flag or the black 
and red flags which symbolize either

By purchasing in 
1arge quantities and charging only for 
yard maintenance, the greater part o 
this excess price is expected to be saved

A stock of from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
feet of lumber wil! pe carried, and it 
is estimated that the yearly turn-over 
will amount to between 50,000,000 and 
60,000,000 feet. “A fund of $500,000 has 
been set aside as necessary working 
capital for the yard.

#1 German Propagandists Go in Guin 
of American Game Hunters— 
Says —** Will End~War. 


Frederic Villiers, the veteran ‘ives cor- 
respondent and artist, vho is in New 
York ‘for a visit; said yesterday that 
the British forces in India had had a 
good déal of trouble with the Mohmand 
tribes on the northwestern frontier. 
‘“‘ There has been almost constant fight- 
ing since the’ outbreak of the war,’” he 
said, ‘‘ with continual attempt at raid- 
ing and frequent punitive expeditions, 
which, however, have rarely succeeded 
in catching enough of the natives to- 
gether’ to clean them up. thoroughly. 
Most of, the regular white troops in the 
old Indian Army have been sent to 
more active fronts, but have been re- 
placed by drafted men from England, 
so that there is still a large number of 
‘white troops in India. There has been 
‘next to no trouble, however, except with 
the Mohmands. The Germans have been’ 
sending propagandists through from 
Persia, and haye done all they could to 
stir up trouble among the hill tribes, as 
*well. as further down in India. Most 
of these German agents, who certainly 
deserve credit for their courage in mak- 
ing the trip across from Persia through 
the ‘hill tribes, come with American 
passports and represent themselves as 
American —— hunters. ‘Some of 
them came through when I was on the 
frontier last’ year. They usually t 

ugh the lines. without serious dit- 
ficulty, but. as it was not usual to find 
very many American big e hunters 
wandering through those districts before 
the war suspicion is usually aroused, 
and the police in the interior of India, 
warned by the military authorities, have 
arrested quite a number of these agents. 


Praises; Amir of Afghanistan. 


No doubt the Germans could have 
made serious trouble but’ for the stead- 
fast friendship toward the English dis- 
played by the Amir of Afghanistan. 
Particularly, after Russia’s collapse he 
was~ almost unprotected against the 
Germans toward the Persian side, but, 
despite this, he has ttood by the Eng- 
lish, and has exerted a very good in- 
fiuence on the hill tribes.

Mr. Villiers saw some of the fighting 
with the Mohmands himself last year. 
After spénding the first two years of 
the war in France, he decided to look 
over some of the other theatres of war. 
He. has seen about all the wars that 
have happened since the Serbian fight 
with —S in 1876, which precipitated 

urkish ‘War, and he let it 
be séen that, for one who had become 
used to the sort of wars Kipling and 
Richard Harding Davis used to immor- 
talize, the present conflict in France 
was hot altogether congenial. 

**Tt isn’t like the wars used to be,” 
Mr. Villiers said. ‘‘ It is more like the 
management of a big busiriess, this 
thing of being a General under modern 
European conditions; the handling* of 
food, supplies, and- equipment for the 
troops is most of #he work.

MR. ROOSEVELT AT SARATOGA. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT is a representa- 
tive American, representative of what 
is best and soundest and most endur- 
ing in the principles to which the 
country owes its greatness. In any 
assembly his presence is inspiring, his 
voice never fails to sound a high note 
of courage, of patriotism, of unswerv- 
ing loyalty. ‘When he is to speak, the 
public is never disturbed by a nervous 
fear lest he disappoint by weak and 
frresolute counsel. Like President 
Witson, Colonel RooskvELrt has no 
faith in half measures in this supreme 
crisis of ‘civilization. 
In, his address to the Republican 
conference at Saratoga, Colonel Roosx 
VELT obliged the pacifists and the Cen- 
tral Powers by a “ restatement of war 
aims " which we commend to their se- 
The war aims which the 


respect to Russia, to Belgium, Alsace 
Lorraine, unredeemed Italy, Rumania, 
Armenia,- the Poles, and the Slav 
races, thege must all be achieved. We 
intend a general deliverance “ from 
the menace of the German sword.” The 
Colonel’ would even have “ Turkey 
driven from Europe,” which is not at 
present one of the avowed aims of the 
Allies. But Turkéy, like Germatiy, is 
to be cudgeled into good behavior. She 
must be fofced to abandon her na- 
tional pastime of rapine and massacre. 
All these things must be done before 
the world will be safe for democracy. 

Colonel RoosEVELT is a Republican, 
he was speaking to Republicans as- 
sembled for party action. But all 
Americans, the members of every 
party that has a right’to call itself 
American, will give hearty assent to 
this counsel of political wisdom and 
patriotism: 

These are the tasks set us as re- 
gards winning the war and ending 
the war. ‘Therefore the men elected 
* this Fall should not only be abgolute- 
ly loyal but possessed of broad vision, 
sound common sense, high charaécter, 
and unylelding resolution; for they 
must grapple with tremendous interna- 
tional questions. A timid man, a half- 
hearted pacifist, or a foolish visionary 
may do as incalculable harm as the. 
demagegue or conscienceless politi- 
cal trickster. And, of course, no dis- 
loyal man and no man of merely 
lukewarm loyalty should be chosen, 
no matter what the ticket on — 
he runs. — 

That is a formulation of principle 
and a definition of duty that rises 
above the lines and the interests of 
party. These words, or words of like 
import, might be spoken, should be 
spoken, in democratic conventions 
all over the land. Any party conven- 
tion—Republican, Democratic, So- 
cialist, Prohibition, even—might -with 
profit give heed to Mr. Rooskve.t’s 
argument for universal training:as a 
means for instilling “ into our people 
“a fervent and intense Americanism 
“which would forever free us from 
“the menace~ of Bolshevism and all 
“its American varieties, from the 
“frank homicidal march of the I. W. 
“ W. to the sinister anti-Americanism 
“of the German-Socialist party.” 

So any convention made up of men 
fof sense and understanding would ap- 
plaud the principles he proclaimed in 
regard to the supervision of “ big 
business after the war.” Co-opera- 
tion and combination should be per- 
mitted, he said, and business should 
not’ be punished merely because of 
its sizé, an observation we may com- 
mend to the Trade Commission. Gov- 
ernment ownership should be avoided 
save where it becomes necessary, and 
Congress might well ponder that ut- 
terance.

OUR WAR CROPS. 

Before our farmers planted for this 
year’s great crops, some feared that 
they would be restrained by lack of 
hired labor. ' But they found help 
enough to increase by more than 20,- 
000,000 acres the area cultivated for 
leading food products. The same fear 
was expressed before the beginning of 
the wheat harvest. It was said that 
the draft should be deferred, that 
farmers in training camps should be 
released, and even that it might be 
well to import laborers from’ China. 
But again the labor problem was 
solved. Thus far there has not been 
reported any shortage of workmen. 
No grain has been lost, although the 
crop exceeds last year’s Sy 240,000,000 
bushels, and great quantities of new 
wheat aré on the way to market. 
Farmers have relied so far as possible 
on local help, which included men tre- 
leased from factories and stores in 
neighboring cities. They have also 
been assisted by the Government's 
Employment Service, whose ‘ageney in 
Kansas City, for example, distributed 
40,0068 “Workers "hy teats of its many 
local bureaus, There were more of 
these laborers than were needed. . In 
one county of Kansas many of those 
received could not find work. In an- 


other county, having 140,000 acres of * 


wheat, only fifty men were employed. 
Throughout the ‘greater part of the 
country’s Winter wheat territory the 
work has been done, and we may ex- 
pect that help enough will be found in 
the Spring wheat States. 

While the cost of labor employed has 
been high, wheat profits, as a rule, 
have been sufficient compensation. | 
The farmers have paid from $4.50 to 
$6 a day for workmen, and the price 
of thrashing has risen in a year from 
9 cents to 15 or even 20 cents a bushel. 
More than one-tenth of the entire 
wheat crop has been harvested in 
Kansas. Here is a dispatch from Abi- 
lene: 


This is a typical wheat county. It 
has 188,000 acres, and will thrash 
2,000,000 bushels, an income of $4,000,- 
000 for a population of 25,000, or $160 
per capita. To this is to be added the 
income from corn and other crops, and 
the section bids fair to have the larg-- 
est cash income of any season in its 
history. The Western farmer ought te 
get along without difficulty this year. 

As the President said in his message 
vetoing the proposed increase of price 
for wheat from $2.20 to $2.40 a bushel, 
our farmers’ patriotic spirit, shown by 
great increase of acreage, “has been 
worthy of all prafse.” At the same 
time, as he also said, the present price 
has been regarded by “ an overwhelm- 
ing majority as fair‘and liberal,” and 
it assures to nearly all of them profits 
which are satisfactory.

A LABOR DAY SPLASH.’ 

Labot Day is dedicated to celebrat- 
ing the advancement of the cause of 
labor and the promotion of the inter- 
ésts of workingmen. The form of the 
celebration is by. paradés and meet- 
inge—this-is. the ‘sertous: aspect of it;, 
but also ft is the red-letter day for 
rélaxation and sport, the prélude to 
another year of toil. It has been pro- 
posed by organized shipyard workers 
that the opening of Labor Day this 
shall be the signal for the launch- 
of ships on all our coasts and on 
the Great Lakes, for another “ Big 
Splash” like that of the Fourth of 
July, 1918, which will be historic and 
forever. memorable in the annals of 
American labor and industry. 

In what finer and better way could 
the spirit of the day in wartime be 
observed? Victory. in the world con- 
flict is as much the concern of the 
American workman as it is of the 
statesman and the investor. Defeat 
would shatter the hopes, eclipse the 
ideals, of labor, and bring want and 
misery to every home. Surély no one 
has a greater stake in the struggle 
than the artisan and the toiler, how- 
ever humble. 

“The credit for winning this war 
“ will be shared equally by the work- 
“men of Ameri¢a and the fighters of 
“ America,” said CHARLES M. SOnwaB 
at San Francisco on the Fourth of 
July. The war as an insptration should 
be in the front of every Labor Day 
celebration this year, an occasion more 
of sober thought and earnestness of 
purpose than of recreation. So the 
shipyard workers think, 300,000 
strong, who, in the words of the. Di- 
rector General, “are all fighting for 
Amer like the men in the 
trenches. Hence the proposal made 
to the Shipping Board by the men 
themselves to have another demon- 
stration of how fast and how well 
Americans can build ships to beat the 
submarine. 

There will have to be a taking of 
stock, a counting of ways and fabrics, 
to determine how big, without delaying 
construction, the “Splash” of La- 
bor Day shall be. .On July 5 the re- 
turns (incomplete) of launchings on 
the Fourth showed that ninety-five 
ships, of a total of 474,464 tons, had 
taken the water, to the fluttering of 
flags, the ringing of bells, andthe 
booming -of cannon. America had 
never seen such a gala day. The Pa- 
cific Coast led, with twenty-seven 
wooden and eighteen steel ships. The 
Atlantic Coast’s- tally was. twelve 
wooden and twelvo steel ships. ‘The 
Gulf Coast contributed fourteen wooden 
ships and one steel ship, and the Great 
Lakes eleven steel ships. “The num- 
ber of ships launched today,” sald the 
Director General, “is the greatest rec- 
“ord of launchings for a single day in 
“the history of the world.”

But the German 
agents sent to this country, as to others 
then officially neutral, had no difficulty 
at all in getting publicity for their 
speeches and articles. Tats Times print- 
ed almostAnnumerable columns. of mat- 
ter in which whatever coulda be done for 
Germany's case was done by such able 
representativés of her cause as Dr. 
DerNsure and Professor Mugnsranserc, 
to mention only two out of dozens, and 
if the result was poor as regards the 
changing of American sentiment, the 
fault was in the case. 

The public certainly was provided with 
an opportunity to judge for itself, and it 
did. . If the greater part of the news 
about military operations came, then as 
now, from English and French sources, 
that, too, was the fault of Germany, and 
of her refusal to let the American cor- 
respondents in her térritories tell what 
they saw and knew. What’ the Ger- 
mans who bought The Evening Mail 
wanted was not a paper that would be 
fair and unbiased, but one that would 
give what Germany pretended was her 
side and would suppress or distort thé 
other side in her interest.

Physical strength, for the office 
duties consume six days out of the 
seven, and thore is often a dash to the 
front to inspect the diet kitchens, She 
must be thirty or aver and possess a 
great deal of firmness tempered by: tact.

QUENTIN PERHAPS FIRST 
LOST IN GREAT BATTLE 


Fell Soon - After ‘Intense Air 
Fighting Opened the Strug- 
le with the Foe. 


PARIS, July 18—‘‘If the battle can 
be said to have commenced when the 
air fighting becamé intense,"’ says)|The 
Stars and Stripes, the official .news- 
paper of the American Expeditionary 
Force,. ‘‘ Lieutenant Roosevelt was 
probably the first American lost in the 
battle of the Champagne. 

‘* "The new German offensive gave the 
American aviation forces their first op- 
portunity to participate in major opera- 
tions. Allied airplanes ‘in ‘force had 
crossed the-German lines at daylight 
Sunday morning to clear the air, harass 
the enemy's movements, and learn as 
much as possible about the German 
concentrations and artillery positions. 

‘There was no pretense of secrecy. 
The Allies knew the Germans were on 
the eve of attacking and the Germans 
knew that the Allies knew. In these 
air forces the Americans were well ‘and 
gallantly represented. Their observation 
airplanes had done a share of the pre- 
ceeding day’s photographing, locating 

troops and guns. As a testimony of 
their success ft may be said that during 
Sunday they located twenty-five enemy 
batteries, most of which were neu- 
tralized by our artillery before they 
were fairly in action. 

‘* Our chaser squadrons were inéteucted 
to cease air fighting and fly low to 
harass the enemy’s- troops and ammunt- 
tion movements with machine gun fire. 
It was in this preliminary fighting that 
Quentin, who three days previously had 
brought down his first German, was 
loat.. 

‘He was flying with a patrol of five, 
which became separated, and saw two 
others, which he joined, believing they 
i belonged ‘to. his patrol. Discovering 
that they. were Germans,. he attacked 
| and pursued one to a point fifteen miles 
within the. German lines, where a ma- 
chine believed to be his was seen to 
fall by brother aviators. 

‘His loss was quickly avenged. The
